The streets on the north side of the 
Tham es w ere closed to ordinary vtdii- 
cular traffic at T :J0 , on tbe south side 
at H a. m. 
London bridge had been 
clo.sed to all traffic at m idnight and 
W estm inster bridge and (ither bridgt's 
betw’eeu at 5 this m oiiiing, at wrhich 
hour all parsons were rem oved from 
W estm inster and liOndon bridges. 
The first great di,mculty of the police 
Wtis assisting ow ners ot seats on stands 
and houses to get to them , they being 
perm itted to drive to them up to 10 
o'clock, for there was a vast interval 
between a title to a seat and actual pos­ 
session. 
T he crowds on the sidew alks 
were quite w illing to give pa.^sage to 
the favored m ortals w ho ow ned seats, 
but to do so was difficult—it w’us an a t­ 
tem pt to divide six into four w ith no 
rem ainder. A nd the difficulty was fur­ 
ther increased by the arrival of the 
troops, a fte r 8 ; 80, taking uo their ap­ 
pointed places.

12 had not died aw ay in the midnight 
air when from IOO m etropolitan steeple* 
a tum ultuous peal o f hells Announced 
D iam on d Jubilee day. The vast cro w d s 
that filled the miles of streets aud 
square* answered with ringing cheer* 
and here and there thesinging o f “ H od 
Save the Q ueen.” 
The crowd* that peopled the street* 
aud square* all night iii tile hope of a 
good view' of the procession today were 
amazing 
in their sublime patience. 
Waiting for 12, 14 and 16 hours, as 
many of these people are doing, jam m ed 
together, is a feat of endurance that 
could only be sustained by some over­ 
m astering desire. 
Quite half of these 
jubilee w aiters were women, m any of 
them w ith the pale, careworn look of 
the London worker, yet all enduring 
the back-breaking tediousness w ith the 
utmost good nature. 
Some had cam pstools, some sat on 
projections of buildings, on curbstones 
or leaned iii doorways aud the ungles 
made by stands. 
Refreshment* were 
in order everywliere aud the police had 
little trouble, cheery good humor being 
the note of the night. 
During the long 
hours snatches of song and occasional 
bursts of cheering showed that the peo­ 
ple were det* rm ined to enjoy the festi­ 
val of patriotism and loyalty to the u t­ 
most. 
A clear starlit sky and ecol air kept 
the spirits of the crowd at the topmost 
point throughout the vigil. W ith dawn 
the hope of queen’* w eather merged 
into certainty, and the world here pre­ 
pared itself in fullest confidence for a 
Gay of pleasure. 
T h e earliest active indication of the 
great event—apart from 
t h e 
people 
waiting it—was shortly before ti. rim 
arrival of vestry carts to freshly gravel 
the roadvyavs, after the fashion which 
prevailed in the good old dave of Sam 
Pepye. 
Then a little later the inevit­ 
able precursor of any proeetsiou, the 
police, began t o arrive in great num ­ 
bers—b.bOO being distributed aloug the 
line of route. 
The streets on the north side of the 
Thames were dosed to ordinary vehi­ 
cular traffic at 7 :J0 , on the south side 
at 8 a. rn. 
London bridge had been 
closed to all traffic ar m idnight and 
W estm inster bridge and other bridges 
between at 5 this morning, at winch 
hour all persons were removed from 
W estminster and London bridges. 
The first gre at difficulty of the police 
was assisting owners of seats on stands 
and houses to get to them, they being 
permitted to drive to them up to IO 
o'clock, for there was a vast interval 
between a title to a seat and actual pos­ 
session. 
The crowds on the sidewalks 
were quite willing to give passage to 
the favored m ortals who owned seats, 
but to do so was difficult —it was an a t­ 
tem pt to divide six into four w ith no 
remainder. And the difficulty was fu r­ 
ther increased by the arrival of the 
troops, after 8 : HO, taking u d their ap­ 
pointed places. 
The wise, however, had reached their 
seats in stands or obtained access to 
houses where they had bought w in­ 
dow’s by 7 o’clock to 7 :80. 
It was only 
the inevitable late comers W’ho had to 
push and struggle, in the case of ladies, 
much to the dam age of their toilettes. 
At length order was evolved out of 
chao*—many of the extreme late-comers 
were perem ptorily shut out and every­ 
body settled* down to wait. 
The pic­ 
ture was complete. 
The last touches of 
decorator, upholsterer and florist had 
been given, the fine effect of the deco­ 
rations could be viewed, the faces were 
in their places. 
Then w aiting patiently a few hours 
longer, the procession escorting the 
queen to St. P au l’s Cathedral for the 
special services came in sight. 
The procession started from Buck­ 
ingham palace, in the fashionable W est 
End of London, and after going fur­ 
ther west, passing through the arch at 
the head of Constitution h ill.it turned 
east and began its long journey through 
London proper, coming down Picca­ 
dilly and then m aking a turn south at 
St. Jam es’ street, and then turning 
again tow ard the east at St. Jam ea 
palace. 
Un through the city St. Paul s 
waa finally reached, where an open-air 
service was held, the queen rem aining 
in her carriage in front of the cathe­ 
dral steps on the west side. 
A fter 
leaving St. P au l’s old London was 
passed 
through 
and the procession 
crossed the Tham es on London bridge 
to Southwark. 
Thence through >outh 
and East London the route turned, re ­ 
turning to the river at W estminster 
bridge, where it passed in front of the 
great houses of parliament. 
Un the 
east side, ju st before the r iv e r was 
reached, 
the 
queen 
passed 
C hnst 
Congregational, erected to the memory 
of Abraham Lincoln. 
After leaving 
the houses of parliam ent the procesiou 
passed in front of W h ite h a ll palace, 
and driving under the arch of the 
Horse Guards, returned through 5>t. 


J ame* par* to La king ham palace. 
Decoration for her majesty*" jubilee 
ha* been universal and without stint. 
It may be said the art of street decor­ 
ation is not understood iii London. 
While hen* and there much that is 
!*eautiful meets the eye, it is not possi­ 
ble to escape the fact that the ensem ­ 
ble has been ruined by lack of con­ 
certed effort. 
The means employed 
have been 
as varied as the ends 
achieved. While there is plenty of red, 
white and blue the greatest reliance

trimmed with gold. Mottoes are beauti* i 
fill wile scroll*, banner*, flag*.the royal 
urins, the imperial monogram, portraits I 
of the queen in every possible form of 
reproduction and unlim ited allusions to 
“ I HJT-DHT.”

Hon. W hitelaw Reid, General Nelson 
A. Miles, U. S. A.. Rear Admiral J. N. 
Miller. U. S. N „ and the m enders of 
the United States special embassy, a t­ 
tended the reception to envoys at the 
Buckingham palace. 
All the envoys wore evening dress 
with the exception of the American 
officers and the republican simplicity of 
their attire was in startling contrast 
with the brilliancy of the uniforms 
around them .

reached a conclnsion on the w’ool sched­ 
ule of the tariff bill. 
It wa-* on tlfis ac 
count that the wool schedule was passed 
on cr w’hen reached in the senate yester­ 
day. 
The delay was due to the absence 
from the city of Senator t^uay, who is 
Opposed to the increase proposed on car­ 
pet wools, which it is believed would 
be injurious* to the interests of the nu ­ 
merous carpet ma nut act a re n in 
’enn- 
sylvuina. 
Mr. <^uay is expected to 
make a protest, but it now’ looks as if 
the rates agr* ed upon would be re­ 
ported. 
He may, however, seeure some m odi­ 
fication which will insure th** use of 
wools im ported as carpet wools purely 
for that purpose. 
The com plaint of 
the wool men is that much of the wool 
imported as carpet wool is used for 
other purposes. 
The carpet m akers ad­ 
m it the injustice of this practice, but 
say th at restrictions can be provided iii 
the way of bonds or otherwise wnich 
will obviate the difficulties ami at the 
tam e tim e allow the wool required iii 
their business to come in at a rate 
which will be satisfactory to them , 
Following are the rates which the 
finance com m ittee has indicated a w ill­ 
ingness to g r a n t: 
First class, IO cent- 
per pound ; a**cond class, 11 cents ; third 
class, if w orth over IO cents per pound, 
8 c**nta; lf w orth less than IO cents, 4 
cents. 
These rates are not entirely sat­ 
isfactory to the advocates of high wool 
tariffs, i>ut there is reason to believe 
that they will be accepted w ith but lit­ 
tle if any protest.

W ashington, June 22.—The senate 
made giant strides oil the tariff bill, 
covering 56 pages and establishing a 
record for progress during this tariff de 
bate. The last two schedules of the du­ 
tiable list, covering paper and m anu­ 
facturers’ 
sundries, were completed 
with the exception of the paragraphs on 
hides, gloves, coal and some other ar­ 
ticles. 
This advanced the senate to the 
free list, which was taken up and com­ 
pleted in three hours. Early iii the day 
the wool aud silk schedules w ent over 
with an agreem ent that wool would be 
taken up today. After that the tobacco 
schedule, the reciprocity provisions ami 
the internal revenue portions of the bill 
as well to* the m any isolated paragraphs 
passed over rem ain to lie considered. 
The progress was no marked, however, 
that for th** first tim e there was a feel­ 
ing th at the end was not tar off. 
There was little debate, the m ain 
topics of discussion being m atches and 
fuses. 
On the latter item an am end­ 
ment by Mr. Pettigrew , reducing the 
rate to in per cent, came w ithin one 
vote of passing against the protest cf 
the finance committee, the vote being a 
tie, 24 to 24. 
While the free list was 
under consideration Mr. Bacon ((bi.) 
gave notice of an am endm ent placing 
cotton ties on the free list, and Mr. Mc- 
Lauriu (8. O.) gave notice of another 
am endm ent taking raw’ cotton from the 
free list, thus completing the action 
heretofore taken of placing a duty of 20 
per cent on cotton.

T H E E L L IS ISLAND FIRE. 


Loch o f th e Im m ig ra tio n S tation at N ew 
York Costa I ’n cle Kau) a H a lf M illion. 
The recent conflagration at Ellis Is­ 
land, New York, destroyed one of the 
largest immigration stations in the 
world. The big blaze left the island a 
desolate waste. 
A large amount of 
money, railroad tickets and valuables 
were at the mercy of the flames. The 
specie was found intact. 
The paper 
inouey in some instances was scorched 
and shriveled up in a heap. 
In otic r 
cases it was uninjured, and of some all 
that was left was ashes. 
A good many 
thousand dollars was taken <mt of these 
safes during the day. The railroad tick­ 
ets were nearly all destroyed. 
Aside from the money aud these tick­ 
ets, the most valuable things on the is­ 
land were the records of the department 
of emigration going back to 1840. 
These records were formerly the prop­ 
erty of the state of New York, and they 
were turned over by the state to the na­ 
tional government when the immigra­ 
tion bureau was established on Ellis Is­ 
land. They were nearly all of them 
stored in a brick house known as the 
powder house, which had been used for 
the storage of powder before EJlie Is­ 
land became the receiving station for 
immigrants. 
From half to two-thirds 
of these records were destroyed. 
The 
building cost the government $680,000.

The Hying fisli loves deep water and 
is found throughout the length and 
breadth of tropical seas. 
He is fond of 
feeding near tho gulf weed of the .Sar­ 
gasso and deposits his stringy, glutinous 
Mr. Clark 1 spawn on its yellow branches. 
Vessels 
bound from New York to the Caribbce 
islands, upon reaching the “ horse lati­ 
tudes,” sometimes encounter vast quau- 
tires of drifting weed, strung out iuto 
long ribboulike patches aLout an eighth 
of a mile apart. 
Among the golden 
weed, with its delicate leaves and glob­ 
ular seeds, exists a curious family of 
cuttlefish, crabs, mollusks and small 
fishes. Upon these the Hying tisli preys, 
and they in turn devour its spawn. 
Every plunge uf the steamer as she 
plows through the blue tropical waters 
frightens dozens of flying fish into the 
air, where they scatter iii all directions, 
with the sunlight glistening on their 
gauzy wings. 
The Hying fish of the Atlauiic attains 
a length of nearly one foot and a breadth 
between wing tips of ll inches.

has a round, compact body, about about 
one inch in diameter near the pectoral 
tins or wings. 
There is also an auxil­ 
iary pair of ventral fins or wings, not 
nearly so large as the pectoral pair.
